GAS COMPANY 
PAYS INTEREST 
TO CUSTOMERS 


Tt was announced Saturday by 
Julian Garrett, general manager of 
the Gas Company, that during the 
month of March the company will 
pay to its customers the accumulat- 
@d interest to Dec. 31, 1938, on the 
guarantee deposits which have 
been in the company’s hands for 
six months prior to that date. This 
means that the users of gas will re- 
ceive approximately $26,000. Those 
consumers whose accumulated in- 
terest amounts to $1 or over will 
have a cheque mailed to them 
about the 15th of the month. Where 
interest is less than $1 it will be 
applied on the first accounut ren- 
dered after March 15. 

The gas consumer, es distinct 
from customers of other utilities, 
receives five per cent on the de- 
posit he places with the gas com- 
pany for the period he is a customer 
of the company. This is the first 
time that all accumulated interest 
has been paid, although consumers 
on termination of contract have 
been accustomed to receive interest 
at the time their deposit is returned.

Proposals made in the legislature that 
the Social Service tax be abolished were 
rejected by the Government, The reason 
plainly given was that the treasury could 
not afford to stand the loss of the $1,250,- 
000 revenue derived each year from the 
tax. The fact is not to be doubted, for 
it stands clear in the financial statement 
presented by the Provincial Treasurer. 
Even with this revenue, and paying only 
half the contract rates on _ provincial 
bonds, there is to be a deficit of more 
than $1,000,000 at the end of the coming 
year, following an even larger deficit for 
the year now closing. If this tax were 
cancelled, another would have to take its 
place. That is obvious. 

This decision does not of course solve 
the financial troubles of the munici- 
palities, out of which grew the proposal to 
abolish the tax. It will be discouraging 
to municipal councils and taxpayers, for 
an easement of municipal burdens is des- 
perately needed. The steadily mounting 
total of confiscated property and the 
dwindling lists of property-owning tax- 
payers tell the whole story as to how 
great is that need. 

Having decided that relief is not to be 
afforded the municipalities in this partic- 
ular way, the legislature should canvass 
other possibilities. The municipal law 
committee, it is to be hoped, will be able 
to suggest some other practicable way by 
which the position of the municipal cor- 
porations can be bettered.

What it 
amounts to is that the more the demo- 
cracies prepare to defend themselves if 
attacked, the more weapons of offence 
will the Nazis—and their associates— 
forge against these “enemies”, 

So it is not to save Germany or the 
world from a Communist onslaught the 
Nazi war machine has been constructed. 
Herr Goering drops that pretence, and 
gays the democracies are the “enemies” 
against whom the weapons have been 
fashioned and must be further perfected 
and multiplied. The democratic govern- 
ments should thank him for the informa- 
tion. They know now what they have 
do if they do not propose to t 
from Berlin.

It is good business to refund debts at 
reduced rates of interest. It er 
business to pay debts, and stop the inter- 
est drain. Canada, with a national debt 
in excess of $3,000,000,000, should adopt 
some plan for the systematic reduction of

this heavy overhead, with a view to its 
eventual liquidation, With a surplus of 
gold in the vaults of the Bank of Canada 
and more coming out of the ground at 


the rate of $150,000,000 per year, the Do- 
minion is fortunately in position t his 
by a progressive expansion of the mon 
supply, using the new money to redeem 
bonds as they mature or as they become 
callable. 

In some quarters the suggestion w.!! 
be viewed with horror. But perhaps w: 
less horror than it used to evoke a few 
years ago. Because it must be getting 
doubtful even in “sound money” circles 
whether there is any other way in which 
the debt can be paid; and certain that we 
cannot go on indefinitely increasing the 
priacipal and paying interest. The Big 
Shota give some evidence of anxiety on 
the subject, since they are trying to engi- 


neer a Union Government movement, with 
curtailment of expenditure the first plank 
in its platform. They are beginning to 
see that economy will have to be exer- 
cised in some direction—and they don’t 
want it aimed in their particular direc- 
tion. 

At what rate it would be safe to 
create new money is a matter for experts. 
There would be no advantage doing that 
to the point of inflation—quite the con- 
trary. But if gold is money—and we are 
told it is the only real money—the coun- 
try ought to be able to stand a very sub- 
stantial addition to the present supply 
along with a corresponding reduction of 
the amount of government bonds out- 
standing. 

Nothing bad happened when Mr. Ben- 
nett increased the money supply by $35,- 
000,000, though he did not reduce the debt 
in so doing, but increased it by the same 
amount. Parliament should try the effect 
of issuing say $100,000,000 for debt-pay- 
ing purposes. That would cut down the 
interest bill $3,500,000, and reduce the 
debt by one-thirtieth.

Facts Must Be Faced 

In the hysteria of exciting speculations, we 
must not forget that war, no matter what motive 
is not a pretty business. It grows less pretty 
with scientific progress. Even more than in 1914 
to 1918 war means a slaughter of the innocents, 
it means young men, some of the world's best, 
dying in slow agony with tortuous injuries. It 
means hordes suffering from starvation. And it 
means hundreds and thousands developing 
neuroses from an unnatural life of damp quar- 
ters, plague-ridden atmosphere, rat-infested 
dwellings, and ever-present sense of imminent 
death from screaming booming shells. 

The next war seems bound to bring new and 
greater horrors of gas, explosives, and starvation. 
It is a horror unpleasant to contemplate. Yet 
contemplate it we must. It is time for thinking. 
It is a time to guard against mob hysteria. — 
Halifax Chronicle. 


Took Timely Action 

The city of Red Deer, Alberta, between Ed- 
monton and Calgary, has again ‘been able to 
reduce its tax rate. This year it will be 37 mills, 
a drop from 40. This is the ninth reduction in 
10 years. The record is unique in the west. 

The gradual retirement of debentures, the 
restoration of business and residential property 
to the tax rolls, the operating surpluses on the 
electric light and power and waterworks utilities, 
some new building, and a continuance of the 
careful management which the city has enjoyed 
for many years have all been contributing 
causes to this succession of reductions. These 
are all important factors in the city’s progress, 
but the Red Deer Advocate points out that there 
are two others which should not be overlooked. 
One of these is the courage shown by the city 
council of 1922 t, raising the mill rate from 46 
mills to 65 mills. That drastic raise was the first 
step in putting the city back on its feet, and the 
present ratepayers are indebted to the aldermen 
who authorized that increase, The other is that 
fundamental factor that the taxpayers can and 
will pay their taxes, and Red Deer has been ex- 
ceptionally fortunate there. In 1938 current tax 
collections amounted to 92.8 per cent of the levy, 
and total collections, current and arrears amount- 
ed to 102.4 per cent of the levy; 99.04 per cent 
of the business tax levy was collected. 

Red Deer was getting into financial trouble 
back in 1920 and 1921 and the city council took 
drastic steps to effect a change. It boosted the 
tax rate, got in cash, and started to cut the debt. 
Many who opposed the high tax rate at that time 
will look back today and see it as the course of 
wisdom. It was the hard way that turned out 
to be the easy one.—Regina Leader-Post. 


Old Age Pensioners 

While the public desire to provide for the 
aged who are without means has not changed, 
the number now receiving the old age pensions 
in Manitoba was certainly not anticipated when 
the provincial act was passed in 1927. But no 
One then anticipated the long years of depression, 
and that has seriously affected the scheme. By 
1934 there were 9,235 receiving the pension. Four 
years later there were 11,906, and, allowing for 
the rate of increase, there will be about 12,300 at 
the present time. 

The total cost for the year ending April, 1938, 
was $2,736,873. This is mainly borne by the 
Dominion, but Manitoba's share, including ad- 
ministration costs of $26,900, was $714,131. 

The lives of these aged people are made 
easier, but with most of them it is not for long. 
While there were 1,653 new applic I 
last fiscal year, there were 1,107 pensioners who 
passed away. 

The necessity of keeping a very careful check 
on the scheme to see that the benefits go only 
where they are needed, is obvious from the 
Steadily rising cost. In 1934, it was $2,075,544. 
Last year it was $2,736,873, and this year it will 
be over $2,800,000. 

Of the 21,978 applications for pensions made 
since 1928, 1,065 have been rejected. In hundreds 
of cases where pensions were allowed, payments 
hav been withheld or suspended. Without strict 
and efficient administrat ad- 


tion, unwarranted 
vantage would undoubtedly be taken of the 
scheme and the taxpayers would be penalized 
accordingly.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


The Case for Freedom 

Speaking to the Boy Scouts in Montreal, Lord 
Tweedsmuir described Nazism, Communism and 
Fascism as “the greatest nuisanee” and predicted 
they would “cance] each other out.” 

Let no one not a hopeless victim of pessimism 
have any doubt about it. It is written in all 
history. It is written in the eternal truth that 
because man is endowed with reason he can 
choose between falsehood and truth, is an inviol- 
able soul; that because he is an inviolable soul, he 
must never be treated as if he were a thing; and 
he can never finally surrender to arbitrary un- 
reason and brute force. 

Walter Lippman, in the most eloquent and 
discerning tribute to the late Pope Pius XI that 
we have seen, stated this truth with an extra- 
ordinary clarity. Thus: 

“He made clear to the discerning what 
will eventually become clear to almost all— 
that the essential issue is not between 
Fascism and Communism, not between 
authoritarianism and democracy, not be- 
tween liberty and order, not between license 
and discipline, but between the faith which 
affirms and the heresies which deny that 
men are inviolable, responsible, rational, 
free.” 

And Lippman concluded: 

“For that he is venerated in every land. 
Because of that the Prime Minister of Great 
Britain paid him a visit, not as a matter of 
perfunctory courtesy but of acknowledgment 
that he represented that conception of human 
life which civilized men cannot and will not 
surrender. That visit was an event without 
precedent in modern times, and its symbolic 
significance was immense. For in making 
that visit, the Prime Minister acted on be- 
half of all those who, though they have 
different creeds, have one faith. He was 
expressing their gratitude to the Pontiff who 
had declared its faith to a world that had 
almost lost it but is increasingly aware that 
the world must return to it.” 

This is not merely a great and deserved 
tribute to Pius XI; it is as well a magnificent 
statement of the case for freedom; a prophecy of 
the inevitable triumph of the dignity and soul 
of men.

The fact that Mussolini promised to with- 
draw his forces from Spain once Franco had 
succeeded in starving and bombing the Loyalists 
into helplessness, should have been warning 
enough. Duplicity is part of recognized Fascist 
tactics. Every invasion of liberty made by the 
Fascist powers has been in defiance of their 
pledged word, down to the admission of Hitler 
in his recent address to the Greater Reich. 
Der Feuhrer told how he had set a date to 
invade Czecho-Slovakia and perfected his mili- 
tary machine while he was giving assurances 
that the Sudeten problem (created by the Nazi 
propaganda machine) would be settled with- 
out recourse to force.

I've been hobnobbing of late among the 
honest able-bodied men who go out to glean the 
harvest of the sea. The lordly salmon does not 
choose to run in shoals at this time of year, 
and fishermen must. voyage out to the halibut 
banks or fish near home for cod and dog-fish. 

With a load of chopped ice—300 
HARVESTERS pounds for 60 cents—and her- 
OF THE SEA rings as bait, they lay their lines. 

Some of the larger boats carry 
a herring net and get their own bait; the smaller 
chaps buy from the bigger ones at a cent a 
pound. Then they put out a herring at interest 
and get back a goodly cod or a gluttonous dog- 
fish. 

The dog-fish is a species of small shark. 
Though its flesh is edible, no one will eat them 
fresh, and they are too rich in ammonia to 
can unless wrapped in paper like canned lobster 
and crab. The drug companies buy the livers 
for their insulin. The careases are sold at $5 a 
ton for fertilizer, Yet it’s a living in the off 
season when the salmon are not running. 


T’ve tasted most fish, from the tiny sprat to 
the mighty sturgeon. (Whale flesh is not fish, 
but beef). But having put myself outside eight 
fresh herrings before sitting down to the type- 
writer, I’ve a feeling that few things are more 
succulent than a good mess of fried herrings. 

They've got to be fresh, 


IF YOU WANT and they've got to be cooked 


A TASTY DISH right to bring out the 
luscious flavor. I like them 
filleted, with the roes fried separately. After 


removing the backbone and as many of the ribs 
as possible, wash and dry them thoroughly, roll 
the fillets in flour, then fry them in a pan of 
fat so hot that a blue smoke rises. Little fat 
gets into the fish that way, and this can be 
drained by placing them hot from the pan into 
a serving dish. covered with a sheet of paper. 
Done this way and not crisped, the flesh is so 
tender you can suck it from the few-remaining 
bones. 

I shed no tears for the poor crofters of the 
Hebrides living on good porridge and milk, with 
herrings and potatoes for divrer. Pity we can't 
all get fresh fish that is really fresh. It may 
seem like a “fish story,” but I once saw Prince 
Rupert harbor so filled with herrings that ! 
shovelled a bushel or so into a boat with a 
potato shovel.

RAILROAD TRAVEL 


Sometimes it becomes necessary 
to send a dog on a journey by rail, 
or more often, to take it along. 
Because many dogs, under such 
circumstances are subjected to some 
degree of cruelty through thought- 
lessness, a word of advice may not} 
come amiss. 

Unless the dog is small enough 
to be put in a basket to be carried 
in the coach, it will have to travel 
in the baggage car with a special 


ticket. Most railroads require that 
it be equipped, with a suitable 
collar and leash—preferably a 


chain, for Jeather can be chewed in 
two—ard also a muzzle. If the 
owner will take the trouble to go} 
to the baggage car and introduce 
the dog by name to the baggage 
master, explaining that it is per- 
fectly reliable, and offer to muzzle 
it if he desires it, that worthy, 
nine times out of ten, will say it 
is unnecessary. The muzzle then 
need only be attached to the collar. 


SHOW INTEREST 

Make sure the dog is not fastened 
near an open door or one that may 
be opened at stops en route, or near 
the steam pipes. Show an interest 
in the dog's welfare, and the train- 
men usualy will do the same. 
Especially is this true on a long 
run when the baggage man will 
find enjoyment in the dog's com- 
pany.

Feed the dog moderately before 
starting because some dogs become 
trainsick.

The greatest care should be taken 
for its comfort when a dog is sent 
by express and unaccompanied. A 
letter addressed to the baggage 
man stating the dog's name, that 
it is gentle, and asking that it be 
kept from draughts, dampness, and 
excessive heat, and that it be 
watered and fed should be attached 
to the crate along with a bag of 
dog biscuit sufficient for the jour- 
ney. The crate should have some 
light bedding such as cedar shav- 
ings or salt hay, and a drinking 
receptacle,
